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This matter arises upon the motion of the Attorney General of the Commonwealth 

of Kentucky, by and through the Office of Rate Intervention (Attorney General), filed 

October 13, 2021, pursuant to KRS 367.150(8), for full intervention.  Such intervention is 

authorized by statute.  The Commission, being otherwise sufficiently advised, finds that 

the motion should be granted.  The Commission directs the Attorney General to the 

Commission’s July 22, 2021 Order in Case No. 2020-000851 regarding filings with the 

Commission.  

 IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that: 

1. The motion of the Attorney General to intervene is granted. 

2. The Attorney General shall be entitled to the full rights of a party and shall 

be served with the Commission’s Orders and with filed testimony, exhibits, pleadings, 

correspondence, and all other documents submitted by parties after the date of this Order.

4. The Attorney General shall adhere to the procedural schedule set forth in 

the Commission’s November 12, 2021 Order and as amended by subsequent Orders. 

5. Pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 8(9), within seven days of entry of this 

Order, the Attorney General shall file a written statement with the Commission that: 

a. Certifies that it, or its agent, possesses the facilities to receive 

electronic transmissions; and 

b. Sets forth the electronic mail address to which all electronic notices 

and messages related to this proceeding should be served.
